“Yes, he went away a long time ago.” 

“Hurrah! This is Livingstone! He can 
be no other; but still, te may besome one 
else—some one from the west coast—or per- 
haps heis Baker!

The white man indeed proved to be Living. 
stone. Stanley presented the letters and 
such articles as he brought for him, and 
spent four months wiib the docter in explor- 
ations, Livingstone would gladly have re 
turned with Staniey tohis family, which he 
had not seen for six years, but he was de 


sirous to complete bis explorations as to the | 


sources of the Nile, and Stanley was obliged 
to return without him, but with such letters 
as would conclusively prove that he Lad ac 
complished his olyjec'. 

Stanley lectured in New York on the sub 
ject of bis expedition, but was not sup 
ported and retired from the field. At this 
tite he became engaged tobe married Lt 
wis agreed, however, that the ceremony, 
should not take place till after Stanley's re 
turn from another African trip, in which he 
hoped to make a fortune. He had scarcely 
been absent balf ayearon his next trip be- 
fore the news came to him that the lady had 
married another.
